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HOME-MAKING. 


DIFFICULTIES BEFORE YOUNG 


The difficulty of finding a house is so general 
that it has reacted unfavourably upon the 
standard of comfort and convenience that ob- 
houses, and may even affect 
those that are about to be built. Up to 1914 
new houses sprang up, as needed, with some 
amenities ag to convenience, and older houses 
were steadily brought up-to-date to meet the 
requirements of healthy family life. The war 
As án end to all this—the war that not only 
eld up the progress of ite time, but strangled 
at once the greater part of the promise of a 
generation, 


The itony of it is that these ht young 
lives were spilled so freely and acra for 
the idea! of home—that greater home we call 
country. Not for better housing, I might be 
told. Yet it was for the upkeep of home—for 
the pre-war home that quickly became impos- 
sible to maintain under war-time conditions. 

In London and other big cities—where con- 
gestion makes such things at once noticeable— 
there was a genera] rush for smaller houses, 
while the larger ones were, ae rapidly as pos- 
sible, converted into flats. This t-an im- 
mediate lowering of the standard of. comfort, 
especially to struggling professiona] people, who 
were particular ime of the war in every way. 
The levelling-up of the wage to vast numbers 
of war workers made these smaller dwelii 
within the reach of many whom poverty up 
then had kept in tenement houses. So that, no 
matter how small the house or inconvenient the 
flat, both were in eager request, and there was 
no. question of trying to meet the needs of the 
prospective tenant. This attitude of mind has 
remained, and can be seen in the general get- 
up of the little colonies of houses that have 
been feverishly run together in London since 
building became possible again. Unfortunately, 
it is a tentacle of the war very hard to shake 
off, and it will be some time before we can 
regain, as a whole, even pre-war modes of 
living, not to think of further progress. 


VICIOUS CIRCLE.

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DUBLIN PORT RATES. 
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CHAMBER OF COMMERCE’S 


COMPLAINT. 


The Traffic and Transit Committee of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce at iis last meet- 
mg had under consideration the very high 
eharges for all services in the Port of Dublin. 

An examination of these charges showed in- 
creases varying from 32 per cent. to 455 per 
cent. over pre-war rates. The Statist figures 
show that wholesale prices, taking the 1914 
figures as 100, averaged 295 for 1820, and are 
now down to 155.5 (February, 1922). but there 
is no. reflection in the port charges of this 
very considerable decline; in fact, with the 
exception of some slight reductions made this 
ear for rent and housing and unhousing of a 
ew classes of goods, the high level of charges 
in force when commodities were at their highest 
is still maintained. One instance, which affects 

traders, is the tonnage duts on goo The 
rates in 1914 were 25 per cent. of the “‘schedule 
of rates Jeviable”; this charge was increased in 
October, 1920, to 133 per cent. of the schedule 
rates, and is still at that figure, which repre- 
sents an increase of 433 per cent. over the 1914 
rates. :

Stamp Advertisements. 


The decision of the British Post Office 
to allow advertisements to appear on 
postage stamps will engage the earnest 
attention of Mr. J. J. Walsh. In America, 
Canada, ahd some European countries 
during the war cancellation stamps were 
_used for» national propaganda; but, so 
far as we know, the us? of postage stamps 
for commercial advertising is a novelty. 
Tenders have not yet been sent out in 
England, but the Post Office has approved | ‘ 
the form which the advertisements wil) 
take... They will be printed on the back 
of the stamps, in old-style capitals, before 
‘the gum is applied, and the number of 
‘words will be strictly limited. The value 
of such advertisements is obvious. Most 
people, defying the laws .of hygiene,

For the time being at 
any rate, advertisements will be accepted 
only for stamps of the lower denomina- 
tions—from one half-penny to two pence.

From the point of 
view of Post Office, revenue the idea is 
excellent and might be adopted with profit 
in Ireland.

Idle Ships. 


‘The “‘slump” in British sea traffic has 
gone from bad to worse, and the latest 
statistics reveal a serious condition of 
affairs. Out of Britain's total merchant 
service, with a gross tonnage of about 
eighteen million tons, two-and-a-quarter 
millions tons, it is estimated, are lying 


123 per cent. of Great Britain’s merchant- 
but, by 
‘their, upkeep and maintenance in .an 
efficient condition, deflect a cdonsider- 


ends. The position has been created by 
an accumulation of influences. Russia's 
collaps® as a customer, whose imports and 
exports would be carried in British ships, 
was one of the main contributing causes. 
Then the highly abnormal] conditions 
of world economy which the ‘inflated 
money. exchanges have set up since the 
war have struck a heavy blow to foreign 
trade. The British pound sterling is so 
dear that other countries cannot afford 
to buy our goods, and our comparative 
richness constitytes a temporary disad- 
vantage. This anomaly is even more 
striking in America’s case, and the pro- 
portion of her State-owned shipping which 
is laid up in port is as high as 40 per cent. 
Until the money exchanges reach some 
stable level and the question of foreign 
trade is tackled seriously by the European 
Governments we must expect this de. 
pression to persist.

Although the Prime Minister is leaving 
Criccieth. for London to-morrow, it is 
understood that his return is ‘ unofficial fe 
and that he will not be seen in the Houss 
of Commons until Monday, April 3rd. No 
doubt, he desires to be more closely in 
touch with his principal colleagues than 
he could be on the telephone, in order 
to consult them in. regard to the resolution 
to be moved on that date; for upon its 
judicious wording ‘will depend his im. 
mediate, and, perhaps, his ultimate, fate. 
Colonel A. Murray will ask to-morrow 
when the motion will be placed upon the 
paper, but probably will be asked to 
repeat his question later. 

It is said that some difficulty may be 
experienced with Mr. Churchill, who 
makes no secret of his belief that the 
days of the Bolshevist tyranny are 
numbered, and is, therefore, strongly 
opposed to the “recognition” of the 
existing Government in Russia, which is 
generally expected to be the signal to the 
presence of its representatives at Genoa. 
it is noticeable in this connection that 
his strongest argument at Northampton 
for the maintenance of the Coalition was 
the necessity of opposing a united front 

“to the new and gathering attack of the 
Socialist’ parties, behind which crouched 
the shadows. of communist folly and 
Bolshevist crime. ' 

If the House of Lords had given a third 
reading to the Irish Free State Bill on 
Thursday, as had been hoped, the measure 
would have .reached the Statute Book 
early this week. Its postponement until 
to-morrow means, Í fear, that the Pro- 
visional Government will have to wait 
several days more before it is endowed 
with full power, especially if the Opposi 
tion peers succeed in reversing the 
Government's .decision that the “ Ulster 
month” is not to run from the: passage 
of this Bill; but from some future dat. 

Logically, of: course, Lord Carson ani 
his supporters are on strong ground; for 
it is rather contradictory to say in the 
first section of Clause I. that the Articles 
of Agreement “shall have the force ol 
law as from the date of the passing of 
this Act,” and in the last section that 
‘for the purposes of Arti-le II.,” it shall 
not “be deemed to be the Act for the 
ratification of the said Articles of Acree- 
ment,’ particularly as the Irish signa. 
tories originally understood that it was. 
Ret. in the civeumstances, it is so urgent 
that constitutional government shall be 
established in Southern Ireland that no 
detail. even thongh important, should be 
allowed to impede it. 


IRISH MILITARISTS. 


In an article on the “ The New Trish 
Militarists,’’ an Irish correspondent. of the 
New Statesman remarks that. “if. grave 
matters of national policy are to be voted 
upon by the Army before submission to 
the electorate. it is questionable whether 
the average Irishman is likely to vain 
much by the substitrtion of militarism 
in grev-green for militarism in kheki.” 
The writer then quotes from a Republican 
orean. The Senaratist, which asks. “Ta 
the man with the green the master of this 
country or the servant of this cowntry?’ 
and warns the militarists that they are 
raising “an issue npon which every man 
who has any care for democrstic covern- 
ment will go against them. whether he be 
pro-Treaty or anti-Treaty.”’ 


THE ULSTER SPECIALS. 


In the Observer last Sunday Mr. Stephen 
Gwynn stated that “ the Northern. Govern- 
ment appear to have aimed at arming 
their own mob,’ and referred to “ the 
various types of Special Constabulary, all 
recruited: with a, religious test.” To-day 
the journal publishes a letter from Sir 
James Craig in which, after stating that 
“there is no religious test in the Ulster 
Special Constabulary,’ he adds: “I am 
glad to. say that Roman Catholics have 
joined the Special Constabulary.’ 

There is not much comfort for the 
Coalition in the result of the. Chertsey 
election; for Sir Philip Richardson, the 
new member, was-careful to describe him- 
self as an Independent Conservative. But 
I do not think that. the “Wee Frees 
either have very much upon which to 
congratulate themselves; fer, though Sir 
Hubert Gough stood as a Liberal, and 
made a very good fight, he probably owe 

a large proportion of his votes more to 
bis personality than to his politics. 

There should be an important debate in 
the Commons on Wednesday, when the 
new Unemployment Insurance Bill comes 

for second reading. The public will 
be rather shocked to hear that the Govern- 
ment is reckoning on there being, on the 
average, one and a half million persons 
unemployed between June of this year and 
June, 19235, and that during the next 
fifteen months they will require benefit 
to the amount of £60,000,000, of which 
the State contribution will amount to 
£14,700,000. This is a heavy contingent 
liability for the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer to reckon with, and Must affect his 
calculations with regard to the prospect of 
reducing taxation. Yet there is fairly 
genera! agreement that, until taxation is 
considerably reduced, there will be no 
great increase in employment. 

It is hoped that Parliament will rise 
on Wednesday, April 12th, for the Easter 
recess, and reassemble on Tuesday, Apri! 
In that case the Budget probably 
will be introduced: on Thursday, April 
27th.
